Two Fundamental Rales.

General prineiples only can be pre-
arranged. Hence there result two un-

doubted truths.

First—The more simple a decisive ma-
neuver, the more sare of success will be its
execution.

Second—Suddem maneuvers seasonably
exscoted du an engagement or a sorim-
mage are more likely to succeed than those
determined upon at & distance, unless the
latter, relnting to previous stra © move-
ments, will bring up columns which are to
decide the dav upon these points where thelr

resence will secure the ted result.

‘aterloo is a proof of this Iast statement
Welllngton counted u the allies, nnd ex-

ted them to extend his left fiank, and per-
aps to form perpeudienlarly on the French
right. He fought n strietly defensive battle
all davy, and waited anxiously for this strat-
egie asslstance which would consummate
his plan and turn i into a defenso-offensive
one, Napoleon was nally anxio and
when bis artillery and columns failed to
make their usunl impression, he foresaw the
inevitable, and cried gloud for night or
Grouchy, hopine the lutter would arrive in
time to secure the threatened right, It was
a hopeless eans!

From the moment when Blucher and Bu-
iow reached the heights upon the Frenoh
right, nothing upon earth could have saved
Nupoleon's army; and that he fonght longer
wag only to make defent less complete and
to secure the night for his retreat.

Methoed of the Prussians.

Throughont the late Franco-Prussian war
the Germans, who nlways repressnted the
offensive side, emploved but one method,
plan or “order" of battie. The leading corps
always marched straight for the enemy, at-
tacked at ouce, deploying to the right and
left, and forming what was, when stripped
of all topogmphy, the simple parallel or
containing order. This was the first stage.

Their object was to hold or retain the en-
tire Fremclhi front. The suceeeding cor
then prolonzed the flanks, generally to the
left. miore and more, untilat last, completely
ovériapning thc& the enemy were en-
velo, and turn

This system gave them all the advantages
of the sirnight and oblique orders com-
bined. In every case the ch were out-
numbered and ountflnnked, and at the same
time overwhelmed with a p ndemnce of
metal all along their front, The campaign
as a whole, up to Sedan, wassolved on the
same principle.

In futore modern battles this general
method will be the most common, and per-
baps tho only plan adopted, and so soon 8s
either {w.rty secures the end in view, the
ovther will be forced to evacuate the flald.

NeEw Havex, Nov. 28.—For the first
time in several years the Yale and Harvard
freshmen bave played football, and Yale
has won by a score of 22 to 0. The weather
was cold, and the wind swept across the
ficld often bearing rain and oceasional snow-
flakes, chilling the 2,500 spectators, many
of whom left at the end of the first halfl
Yale presented a team made up largely ot
university players, for Sanford was at left
guard, while Hinkey was in his old place at
left end. Stillman, Messler, Dyer and
Richards were university subs. Yale .had
the ball at the start of the game and with
concentrated work in Harvard's center
forced it to her 20-yard line. She loses it
on four downs and quickly gains it on a
fumble by McNcar and holds it on Har-
vard's ten-yard line, Here Harvard braces
and finally gains the ball on four downs,
rushing it back to the center of the field
and well down into Yale's territory.
